Columbus, O., Jan. SI.— Reviewing 
the achievements of his administra­ 
tion before the Columbus Glee club 
here President Taft drew the line 
sharply between the old line Repub­ 
licans and 
the 
progressives of his 
party and 
practically declared 
that 
the time was at hand when the “de* 
nom latten” of the “ progressives ’ must 
cease and when the nation will de­ 
mand facts. 
He had not the slightest 
doubt, he said, that the Republican 
party would win out in the November 
elections. 
The president made one of the most 
aggressive speeches he has delivered 
in many months. 
He made it clear 
that he had grown impatient with at­ 
tacks upon the Republican party and 
upon his administration in the last 
few years. 


He declared that the old line Repub­ 
licans were progressive, progressive 
enough to adopt all the legislation 
that progress demanded, but said that 
he was not the sort of man to promise 
to “ make a heaven on earth" or to re­ 
form the world in a day. 
He said that 
in his mind there were three reasons 
why the party should be returned to 
power next November. 
One was that it "had done reason­ 
ably and fairly well" In its administra­ 
tion of the government in the last few 
years and deserved the continued con­ 
fidence of the country; the second was 
that It was “ progressing and would 
put In operation all the necessary leg­ 
islation that is progressive;’’ and the 
third was that the party was “ not 
chasing chimeras and not unsettling 
the foundations of government merely 
to indulge in the fancies of hope.”

From his optimistic look into the 
future the president turned to the past 
and the present and his voice, husky 
as it was, rose to a higher pitch.

Washington, Jan. 31.— Abandonment 
of the program for two battleships 
this year brought out a statement 
from Secretary of the Navy Meyer. 
The action of the Democratic caucus 
also caused activity in the Democratic 
ranks in congress, with the result 
that another caucus to reconsider the 
matter probably will be called.
